General French Tells of the Turning of the Tide in Favor of 


ing British as Being Driven Out 


of the Fight—This Proved Mistake Which Cost Them 
Dear—Were Initiating an Effort to Attack the French Left

Tondon, Sept. 14 (4.48 p.m.)-—The 
official press bureau this evening Is- 
sued the following statement: 

“All day yesterday the enemy stub- 
bornly resisted the passage of the 
Aisne by our troops, but in spite of the 
difficulty of fording the river in the 
face of a strong opposition, nearly all 
the crossings were secured by us, 

“On our right and left bank French 
troops were confronted with a simi- 
lar task In which, like ourselves, they 
Were successful. Many more prison- 
ers were taken. It is reported from 
the French headquarters that the Ger- 
man Crown Prince's army had been 
driven back and that he has moved his 
headquarters from St, Menehould to 
» Montfaucon.” 

“The following report 1s complled 
from tnformation from the headquar- 
ters of Field Marshal Sir John French, 
commander-in-chief of the British ex- 
peditionary forces on the continent, 
under date of September 11, A sum- 
mary of the operations of the British 
army in France was issued by the 
war office on the 6th instant, and an 
account, stated to be incomplete, of 
further operations was issued from the 
bureau on Saturday night, the twelfth. 

“Today it is posisble to give a more 
complete return of the British force 
and:+of the French armies in imme- 
diate touch with it. This account is 
compiled from data reecived from the 
front and carries the operations from 
the fourth to the tenth of September, 
both days inclusive, 

“Tt will be remembered that the gen- 
eral position of our troops on Sunday, 
September 6, was stated to be south 
of the river Marne, with the French 
forces in line of our right and left. 

“Practically “there had been no 
change since Saturday, September 3, 
@which marked the end of our army’s 
Song retirement from the Belgian fron- 
tier through northern France. 


“On Friday, September 4, it became

“There was now a change in its ob-

Marne at Lizy-sur-Ourceq, to keep off 
the French sitxh army, which by then 
had been formed up and was to the 
northwest from. Paris, They were 
evidently exécuting what amounted to 
n flank march diugonally across our 
front. 

“Prepared to ignore the British as 
being driven out of the fight, they 
Were initiating. an effort'to attack the 
left flank of the main French army, 
which stretched in a long curved line 
from our right towards the east, and 
fo carry out against it alone an en- 
Velope movement which so far had 
failed against the combined forces of 
the allies, 

“On Saturday, the fifth, this move- 
ment on the part of the Germans was 
continued, and large adyvanee parties 
crossed the Marne southward at Tril- 
port, Sammeron, La Fere, Sous- 
jouarre, and Chateau Thierry, There 
Was considerable fighting with the 
French fifth army on the French left, 
which fell back from Its position south 
of the Marne toward the Seine. 

“On Sunday large hostile forces 
crossed the Marne and pushed = on 
through Coulommiers and past the 
British right farther to the east. 
They were attacked at night by the 
French 5th army which captured three 

“On Monday, September 7, there was

where the bridge had been destroyed, 

“On Thursday, September 10, the 
French sixth army continued the pres- 
sure in the west while the fifth army 
jby forced marches reached the line of 
Chateu Thierry and Dormans on the 
Marne, Our troops also continued the 
pursuit on the north of the latter river 
and after a considerable amount of 
fighting captured some 1,500 prisoners, 
four guns, six machine guns and 60 
transport wagons, 

“Many of the enemy were killed or 
wounded, and the number of thick 
woods that dot the country north of 
the Marne are filled with German 
stragglers. Most of them appear to 
have been without food for at least two 
days, ‘ ; 

“Indeed, in this area of the operations 
the Germans scem to be demoralized 
and inclined to surrender in small par- 
ties, and the general situation appears 
to be most favorable to the allles. 

“Much brutal and senseless damage 
has been done in the village occupied 
by the enemy. Property has been wan- 
tonly destroyed, Pictures in chateus 
have been ripped up and houses gen- 
enally have been pillaged, 

“It Ie stated on unimpeachable auth- 
vrity also that the Inhabitants have 
beeen much ill-treated,

“Measures promptly were taken to 
head off the enemy who were surround- 
ed and trapped in ® sunken roadway 
where over 400 men surrendered, 

“On September 10, a small party un- 
der a non-commissioned officer was 
cut off and surrounded, After a des- 
perate resistance it was decided to 
go on fighting to the end. Finally the 
non-commissioned officer and men 
were left, both of them being wounded 

“The Germans came up and shouted 
to them: ‘Lay down your arms,’ the 
commander, however, signed to them 
to keep their arms and then asked per- 
mission to shake -hands’ with the 
wounded non-commissioned officer 
who was carried off on his stretcher, 
with his rifle by his side.

“The arrival of reinforcements and 
the coniinued advance have been de- 
lightful to our troops who wre full of 
zeal and anxious to press on. 

“One of the features of the cam- 
palgn on our side has been the success 
obtalned by the royal flying corps.

TERRIBLE SCENE OF 
CARNAGE DESCRIBED 
BY FOREIGN OFFICER 


Paris, Sept. 14.—A_ forelgn officer 
who visited the scene of Saturday's 
fighting when the allied army was 
pursuing the flecing left wing of the 
Germans at Berzy, Just souht of Sois- 
sons, describes a terrible scene of car- 
nage. ° 

The flelds and woods were thickly 
strewn with dead; several thousands 
had fallen in that district, The Ger- 
mans fought a stern rear guard action, 
keeping the allies at a respectful dis- 
tance, 

They left all the wounded where 
they fell to become prisoners of tha 
allies. - 

Much war material lay about in con- 
fusion, and a hundred houses in the 
neighborhood were wrecked, the furnl- 
ture lying in broken heaps, In the 
shelter of walls numbers of wounded 
were propped up, awaiting the arrival 
of ambulances.

FRENCH AIRMAN TELLS 
OF AN EXCITING FLIGHT 
OVER GERMAN ARMIES 


London, Sept. 14.—The Daily Mail's 
Vetrograd correspondent sends a des- 
cription by M. Poiret, a French aviator 
who is serving with the Russian army, 
of a flight over the German position 
accompanied by a staff captain, 

“IT rose to a helght of 5,000 feet” 
said VPoiret. “Fighting was in full 
swing. ‘The captain with me already 
had made some valuable observations 
when the Germans, noticing my French 
machine, opened fire on it.

It was difficult to retain con- 
trol as some of the shells had damag- 
ed the machine. Finally I turned the 
machine and landsd home safely. I

1General Joffre States That Victory is Incontestable—Advance 
Continues All Along the Line With Allies’ Left Wing 
Across the River Aisne—Heavy Rains of Last Two Days 
Likely to Handicap Fleeing Teutons So Far As Dragging 
Heavy Guns, Which Take Forty Horses to Draw, is Con- 
cerned.. 


London, Sept. 14.—(10.10 a.m.)—“Incontestable,” is the adjective used by 
General Joffre, commander-in-chief of the French forces, in describing the vic- 
tory claimed by the allies along the western battle front. The latest official 
communication from Paris indicates that the advance is continuing all along the 
line with the allies’ left wing now across the river Aisne. Little news and that 
of the vaguest sort filters through from Germany regarding operations in the 
| west, though it is evident from the tone of the Berlin officials that the people 
jare being warned not to be too optimistic as certain reverses may be expected. 
The latest actual battle news in Berlin describes a sortie from Paris on Septem- 
ber 6, which it is said has been repulsed 

AUSTRIANS IN SORE STRAITS 

Despatches from many sources, including Vienna, indicate that the Aus- 
ltrian army in Galicia is in sore straits, but the story of its complete destruction 
lis evidently exaggerated, as the latest reports indicate that General Ruszky's 
| forces are still meeting with organized resistance, It is evident, however, from 
| the disposition of the combatants that the Austrian center was crumpled up 
| while the left wing was hurled back into the marshes of the river San. This 
| left wing, composed of the flower of the Austrian troops, may be caught in a 
|trap, making unconditional surrender the only alternative to destruction. The 
| official statement given out at Petrograd says that General Rennekampff, in 
East Prussia is stubbornly retiring before a superior force rather than risk 
‘the turning of his left flank by the Germans. 
| ENVELOPING MOVEMENT THREATENED 
| This disposition of the German armies, if confirmed, makes another concen- 
; tration in France, as suggested by certain critics, impossible, It leaves General 
| Von Kluk and Von Buelow hotly pursued by the allies and menaced by an en- 

veloping movement“on tho left, and without hope of reinrorcement except per- 
| haps from the 60,000 troops which occupy Belgium. The latest news from Ant- 
werp, however, shows that these are likely to be needed there to stand off the 
offensive movement taken by King Albert’s army. Taken altogether the situa- 
tion here is viewed with equanimity and the government is busying itself with 
ways and means for reviving trade and commerce. 

RETREAT WITH RAPIDITY. 

Paris, Sept. 14.—(6.20 a.m.) —The retreat of the armies of Generals Von Kluk 
and Von Beulow continued at last accounts with considerable rapidity. The 
only official comment last night were that the allies were keeping in contact 
with the enemy and crossed the river Aisne. 

“The wherenbouts of the Germans was not revealed but It is evident that 
\ they do not intend to make a stand on the line from Rheims to Soissons, and it 
is hardly likely, it is thought here, that they will halt their retreat before reach- 
ling Belgium, They have already made two-thirds of the distance from Provins 
in the department of Seine-et-Marne, to the frontier, The heavy rains of 
Saturday and Sunday are not likely to facilitate the movement of the famous 
420 tnillimetre mortars that were to reduce Paris, and which require 40 horses 
to draw them. oe 

“The armies of General Von Hausen and the Prince of Wurtemberg, which 
| constituted the center, seem to be headed toward Rethel, and Mesieres, though 
| part of this force is reported as still resisting at the south end of the forest of 
Argonnes. It was reported last night that the armies of the crown prince, the 
prince of Bavaria, and General von Heeringen had been forced across the fron- 
tier and that the entire territory of French Lorraine had been liberated. 

PREVENTS GERMAN REINFORCEMENTS, 

The Belgian mobile force has returned to its Antwerp base with the offi- 
cial explanation that it has served its purpose in preventing German reinforce- 
| ments from going to the army in France, This force operated for four days in 
| the Brussels-Louvain-Malines triangle forcing the Germans to abandon much 
! of that portion of Belgium. In connection with this movement it is reported that 
| the Belgians are cutting German communications. Other sources declare that 
| the Belgians were compelled to return because the Germans were strongly re- 
lintereed from Liege. Th retirement is said also to have been expedited by a 
| threat to burn Brussels, 

Italy is still preserving neutrality but has joined the triple entente am- 
| bassadors in a protest against the revocation of the capitulations by Turkey. 
| Austria evidently fears hostile action on the part of Italy, according to 
| newspaper reports from Rome, for feverish offorts are being made to fortify

The real meaning of this ceremony 
which the person should bear in mind 
is that he, because of his many trans- 
gressions, is liable to the penalty of 
death, but through the great goodness 
of the Lord he can hope for a pardon. 

The atonement is the most holy day. 
It is on the 10th day of the same month 
seven days after new year, the last day 
ofthe 10 days of penitence, and ts to 
be observed from sunset of the ninth 
till the 10th at sunset. During the 24 
hours no food of any kind is permitted 
to be taken, also the wearing of shoes 
1s forbidden. Prayers of different kind 
are offered in the evening preceding 
and all day of the 10th. 


As the most important favor, God of 
mercy knowing the weakness of men, 
has given the means of obtaining par- 
don for the sins and to regain divine 
grace. 

As the day !s a day of forgiving by 
the Lord, so is the duty of the people 
to pardon each other, for how can a 
man expect the mercy of God and his 
pardon when he refuses the same to 
his fellow creature? 


The services of the day contain 
praises to the Lord, supplications for 
life, a happy year, confessions of sins 
to God and to himself, and of prostrat- 
ing four times. 

After the additional service It Is the 
custom that the priests bless the peo- 
ple by pronouncing the following sent- 
ences:

London, Sept. 14,—It is officially re- 
ported from Petrograd to the Exchange 
Telegraph company that the attention 
of the Russian staff is boing largely 
directed to Galicla. In East Prussia 
the military authoritles left sufficient 
men In the occupled province, but in- 
sufficlent to meet. adequately the in- 
creasing German forces transported 
recently from the western theater.
